326-B:10, 


II was amended to read as follows: 


"An A.R.N.P. who functions in connection 
with protocols established jointly with a 
collaborative physician may prescribe 
medications from the formulary for a 
specialty area which has been jointly agreed 
upon by the board of registration in 
medicine and the board of nursing education 
and nurse registration. The formulary shall 
be kept on file with the boards of nursing 
and medicine and shall be reviewed and 
updated annually. The A.R.N.P. shall file 
with the board of nursing a current number 
issued by the federal Drug Enforcement 
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Agency (DEA) and the collaborative 
physician's name and DEA number. The 
A.R.N.P.'s name, specialty area, and DEA 
number, the collaborative physician's name 
and DEA number, and the formulary shall be 


distributed to each licensed pharmacy in the 
state." 


It is now clear that an ARNP may prescribe medications from 
an agreed-upon formulary. Moreover, we have advised the Board 


of Pharmacy that a pharmacist may honor any prescription that 
conforms with this statute.
